“Our will and that of the Greek 
Government anid peorle, as already 
affirmed 1. manifold tashion, called for 
the resistance to tne end of the Greek 
forces, which despitei. the unequal 
nature of the struggle, particularly 
after the invas‘dn of our soil by the 
Germans hav: fiercely opposed the 
enemy with the support of the British 
forces that came to our aid, and that

THE ARMISTICE 
“We still do not know the real 


reasons why the. Army of the Epirus 
signed an armistice with the enemy 
without our knowledge and without 
the cognisanc- oí the General’ Com~- 
mander-in-Chief and the Government. 
This signature in no way binds the 
free will of the nation, ‘he King and 
the Government, which is manifested 
in the continuation of the struggle with 
all the forces remaining to us to safe- 
guard our nationc! int>rests. 

“With this aim in view, we are 
compelled to go to Crete. We are 
leaving in order to be able freely and 
from ha Greek terri to continue 
the struggle agains: the invaders until 
a final victory is achieved that shall 
repay us fully for the nation’s great 
sacrifices.

CAPITULATION TERMS 


The Greek King disclosed the sur- 
render of the Greek forces, who had 
fought in the victorious advance from 
North. West Greece into Albania at the 
end of last year, in an address to the 
Greek people. ‘‘ The hard destinies of 
war compel us to leave Athens with 
the lawful Government of the countty 
and transfer the capital to Crete,’’ he 
said. He also announced that the 
Epirus Army, acting without his and 
the Government’s knowledge, had 
signed an armistice. . i 

Special communigués issued in Rome 
and Berlin claimed that, in addition 
to this army, the Greek Macedonian 
Army had capitulated. The Italian 
communiqué said that the capitulation 
of the Gteek armies was presented by 
a Greek military delegation at 9.40 on 
Tuesday night to the General com- 
manding the Italian Eleventh Army. 
The IJtalian advance into enemy terr!- 
tory was said to be continuing. 


AT MAIN LINES 


In authoritative military quarters in 
London it was learned that important 


ing positions astride the main lines of 
communication of the Greek forces 
withdrawing from Albania in con 
formity with the general plan imposed 
on the Allies by the altered situation. 

The moving of the seat of Govern- 
ment from the Greek capital to Crete 
is an indication, it is pointed out, of 
Greek determination to fight on stub- 
bornly to the end even against over- 
whelming odds. The Greek North- 
western armies have written glorious 
pages of history in their resistance to 
the Italians. It was in this region that 
the Italian threat to Janina in Greece 
last year was repulsed, and blow after 
blow was dealt at the [talian Army as 
the Greeks carried their victorious 
arms into Albanian territory. 

With the British Army in Greece 
facing the full strength of the German 
Army on new positions, the British 
forces continue to show great courage 
in harassing advanced German elements, 
writes the Press Association Special 
Correspondent with the British Forces 
in Greece.

The pass of Thermopylae, where 
British troops are reported to be in 
action against German divisions press- 
ing southwards from Lamia, is famous 
as the scene of three historic battles. 
Greatest of them all was in 480 B.C., 
when the Spartan King Leonidas and 
three hundred soldiers held Ther- 
mopylae against the Persian Army of 
Xerves advancing into Greece. Their 
resistance only ceased when the last 
nan fell. 

In 279 B.C., a Greek Army, under 
the Athenian Calippus, checked the 
Gauls for séveral months, and, in 191, 
Antiochus of Syria vainly attempted to 
defend the pass against the Romans. 

Thermopylae is 100 miles north-west 
of the Greek capital.

NEW YORK, Wednesday. 
A STRONG and. emphatic 

plea for the immediate 
participation of the United 
States in the war against the 
Germans is contained in a 
London despatch from William 
Stoneman, correspondent of the 
“ New York Post,’’ who was a 
war correspondent in France 
with the British Expeditionary 


Force. 

‘Highly competent American experts,” 
cables Stoneman, “who are intimately 
acquainted with the situation at home 
and in Europe and who are fully 
qualified by their intelligence and long 
experience to judge the broader aspects 
of the present situation, now agree 
that the immediate participation of the 
United States into war is a matter of 
desperate urgency.”’ 

He asserts that experts, not 
ordinaril ** interventionists,’’ have 
examined the situation “like so many 
doctors,’’ and have made this diagnosis. 

“ Their first conclusion is that the 
situation is serious, unless a miracle 
occurs. They regard an _ outright 
German victory as a distinct possibility 
in the course of the next few months 
unless Britain is reinforced in a very 
important way.”

The second conclusion reached by the 
experts, says Stoneman, is that Ger- 
many is certainly prepared to deal with 
the United States in due course.

OTTAWA, Wednesday. 

Mr. La Guardia, Mayor of New 
York, told a St. George’s Day luncheon 
gathering here to-day that Canada and 
the United States were prepared to 
defend not only the coast line of North 
America, but the seas for over nine 
hundred miles from the shore. 

“Canada and the United States 
must: be prepared to defend the -seas 
three hours’ travel from the shores of 
North America,” he said. “ And when 
I say three hours, I mean the distance 
an aircraft, going at 335 miles an hour, 
can travel in three hours.’’ 

He aded that more aid and more 
material must be furnished to the 
nations of Europe who were fighting 
for civilisation. 

He was hopeful that more aid would 
be furnished as a result of the Hyde 
Park declaration issued by President 
Roosevelt and Mr. Mackenzie King 
MI their conference last week- 
end. 

Referring to the change in military 
technique, Mr. La Guardia said: 
“Wars to-day are won by people at 
home, people raising food in fields and 
workers in factories producing 
weapons.”

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The Greek High Command com- 
muniqué last night read :— 

“The unexpected dislocation of the 
Yugoslav front, the rapid advance of 
the German forces on the plateau of 
Monastir, and our consequent separa- 
tion from the Yugoslav Army, as well 
as the threat to the rear of our troops 
in Albania, completely disarranged the 
line of our forces and obliged us to 
make-a vast and hasty withdrawal. 


LOST ROUTE 


“The rapid thrust of German 
mechanised units from the Monastir 
no towards the south, and the re- 
sulting loss of the principal route of 
withdrawal for the left wing of our 
Albanian front, obliged these forces, 
which did not possess anti-tank 
weapons, to turn off towards the moun- 
tains, in which a withdrawal and pro- 
visioning became problematic. 

“The principal body of our forces in 
the Epirus, which up to the last 
moment victoriously opposed Italian 
forces of twice their strength, also took 
part in the general withdrawal. These 
movements were carried out in order, 
in spite of obstinate reaction by the 
Italian forces, which our troops 
counter-attacked several times, even 
making prisoners. 


“ UNHINDERED ” 


** Moreover, numerous enemy aircraft, 
attacking unhindered our withdrawing 
troops and their rear, created difficult 
conditions for the continuation of the 
unequal struggle of the Greek forces 
on the Albanian front against the 
German and Italian forces, and had 
as a result on the evening of April 
20 the capitulation of these forces to 
the German forces. 

“It is confirmed that at the time of 
their capitulation the Italian forces had 
not succeeded in entering Greek terri- 
tory, but were held by our troops on 
Albanian territory.”

I had a thrill the 
other day, standing on the airfield 
with the American Ambassador, when 
the first Liberator arrived in Great 
Britain. It has four engines, is faster 
than the Stirling, and carries a fine 
bomb load. 

“I have just seen a report on the 
performance of the Tomahawk, in com- 
parison with the Hurricane I., and it 
claims a better climb and more 
manceuverability than the Hurricane I., 
and a better field of view for the pilot.

ACING in Ireland is to be 
R resumed under licence from 
May ist. it may, therefore, be 
assumed that the first meeting will 
be at the Phoenix Park on Saturday 
week. 
The Department, of Agriculture issued 
the following statement yesterday :— 
On Wednesday, 23rd inst., a deputa- 
tion representative of breeders, trainers 
and owners waited on the Minister for 
Agriculture in regard to the question 
of an early resumption of racing. 
The Stewards of the Irish Turf Club 
and the Stewards of the Irish National 


Hunt and Steeplechase Committee 
were also present. 
“Dr. Lorcan Sherlock, in stating the 


views of the deputation, stressed the 
importance of racing as a factor in the 
maintenance of the horse-breeding 
industry, as well as a means of giving 
considerable employment. 

He also said that the interests repre- 
sented at the meeting were giving the 
Department of Agriculture’ whole- 
hearted’ support in dealing with out- 
breaks of foot-and-mouth disease, and 
would continue to do so. 

“In reply the Minister stated that 
he had given the matter careful con- 
sideration, and while he considered it 
advisable to keep the existing prohibi- 
tion order in force, he would be pre- 
pared to arrange for a resumption of 
racing as from May 1 next by means of 
a system of licensing, which would 
ensure adequate safeguards against the 
danger of the spread of disease infec- 
tion, 

“- Applications would be considered 
by the Department only in respect of 
race meetings already arranged and an- 
nounced in the Racing Calendar.”’ 

The question of additional meetings 
would be considered at a later date if 
the Stewards made recommendations in 
the matter.

Following the Jatest news from Greece, a 
generally dull atmosphere spread through- 
out the London Stock Markets yesterday. At 
the same time, operators viewed the war 
situation calmly, and the reactionary trend 
of prices was due more to precautionary 
marking down b} jobbers than to any selling 
movement, 

Owing to the reluctance of investors to 
follow up the recent buying movement 
jobbers were not slow to reverse the trend 
of British Funds. but final losses seldom 
exceeded 4, by which amount Old Consols 
and Local Loans, as well as Old War Loan, 
receded. Conversion át p.c. proved a weak 
spot at 103. 

Foreign Bonds had a dreary session, with 
Greek issues out of favour, and Spanish 
um offered down to 384, a loss of 2 on 
the day. 

British rails exhibited firmness in places, 
although actual business moved very slowly. 
Dealers found it unnecessary to quote new 
levels for the Junior issues, and all the 
Senior issues held up well. Foreign Rails 
formed another quiet section. 


Interest in Industrials dwindled to a 
minimum, and prices developed a sagging 
tendency.

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The Battle for Athens 


British and German troops are face to 
face at Thermopylae, and the next few 
days are likely to bring news of the 
greatest engagement that the historic 
Pass, désigned by nature to be a theatre 
of battle, ever has witnessed. No clear 
information is yet available concerning 
the strength of the opposing forces. The 
Germans certainly have invaded Greece 
in very considerable strength, but the 
strength of the British and Imperial forces 
against them is unknown, and there are 
conflicting rumours concerning the 
number of Greek troops that remain to 
defend their country. Yesterday the 
Greek armies of the Epirus and of 
Macedonia surrendered to the leaders of 
the eleventh Italian army. They acted 
without orders from their King or his 
Government, and, if a motive must be 
sought, it may be found in the words of 
M. Tsouderos, the new Prime Minister, 
who ascribes it to ‘‘ fatigue created by six 
months’ unequal, but victorious, struggle’’ 
and to “‘overwhelming pressure brought 
to bear by the enemy.” History will not 
be hard upon the two Northern armies. 
They have fought magnificently for many 
months against the Italians, and th un- 
expected arrival of Herr Hitler’s legions 
at the very moment when victory was in 
their grasp must have imposed an intoler- 
able strain upon their moral. The German 
thrust southward has. been extremely 
rapid in view of the severe difficulties of 
the terrain, and the two armies have 
found themselves, within a matter of 
days, cut off not only from their British 
and Imperial allies, but from the Greek 
forces in the southern part of the 
peninsula. In the circumstances, the 
defence of Athens has ceased to be a 
certainty. King George and his Cabinet 
have ‘eft for Crete, from where they pro- 
pose to continue the unequal struggle so 
long as a chance of successful resistance 
remains. Nobody seems to know what 
proportion of the Greek army was included 
in the armies of Macedonia and the 
Epirus. One calculation places them at 
100,000 men; an Italian report reckons 
them st the substantially higher figure of 
sixteen to eighteen divisions; a German 
spokesman talks of 250,000 men, while a 
statement from Vichy, though it declines 
to experiment with figures, announces 
that ‘‘the greater part of General 
Papagos’s forces is now out of action. ' 
The blow, on any reckoning, has been 
severe ; the defenders of Thermopylae will 
have to emulate the spirit of King 
Leonidas’s Lacedaemonians and to make 
one man play the part of ten, if they 
hope to restrain the German attack upon 
Athens. 


As we write, the real battle for 
Thermopylae has not yet begun, though 
outposts of the two armies have been in 
contact, and German dive-bombing is 
reported to be harassing the British and 
Greek troops. The German’ pressure has 
been ‘‘eased,’’ and the relaxation has 
allowed the British forces to consolidate 
their new positions in the shorter line 
which they decided to adopt a few days 
ago; but it is contrary to the modern 
German practice of warfare to relax for 
any length of time. Field-Marshal von 
Keitel has hurled an appalling weight of 
men and metal into the Balkans, with 
the clear intention to overrun Greece in 
the shortest possible space of time. His 
casualties have been severe, but the 
Germans are reckless about the cost of a 
campaign so long as they win it, and, 
however many men fall _ before 
Thermopylae, the pressure will continue. 
The land operations are reinforced by in- 
cessaut bombing from the air, while it 
appears that German motor boats are 
active in the Northern Aigean, where they 
have captured the islands of Samothrace 
and Lemnos. It would be foolish to deny 
that, from the British point of view, the 
situation is grave; and it is scarcely sur- 
prising that whispers of “ Dunkirk ” are 
beginning to fill the air across the 
Changel. The Australians, in particular, 
are showing signs of alarm. A large part 
of the defending force in Greece consists 
of Australian and New Zealand troops, 
who until very recently were stationed in 
Africa, and took part in General Wavell's 
remarkable campaign against the Italians. 


It was not known until very recently that. 


any of these troops had been transported 
to Greece, and some people in Australia 
are asking whether an adventure which 
already has cost the lives of many of 
their fellow-countrymen and may cost the 
lives of many others, ought to have been 
undertaken. The answer, as given by 
Mr. R. G. Menzies, the Prime Minister, 


is that “to have deserted the Greeks just 


as the Germans were about to attack them 
would have been one of the infamies of 
history ’’: that the “ Anzacs’’ have com- 
ported themselves magnificently, and that 
the adventure, in any case, had “ some 
real prospects of military 
Nevertheless, it looks sadly as if, once 
again, British generalship has been caught 
napping. Enough troops were withdrawn 
from North Africa to weaken the British 
chances of resisting the German onrush ; 
yet: not enough have been withdrawn to 


stay the assault upon Greece. That is the 


prevailing fear: whether it is justified 
remains to be seen. 


Air and Sea 


One of the most closely guarded secrets 
of the present war is the relative strengths 
of the rival Air Forces. From the begin- 
ning it was obvious that the Germans had 
a numerical] superiority over the British. 
Fantastic figures have been given indi- 
cating that the Luftwaffe is about ten 
times as strong as the Royal Air Force ; 
and there can be no doubt at all that the 
Germans still have an advantage in 
respect of numbers. On the other hand, 
the experience of Dunkirk last summer, 
and of the daylight raids on London ‘n 
the autumn, does not suggest that 
Germany's superiority is sufficiently great 
to enable the Luftwaffe to challenge the 


success.’ 


Royal Air Force to final combst in the 


‘air; otherwise, the war might have been 


over long ago. Germany assuredly is 
tremendously strong in the air in respect 
both of machines and of pilots; but by 
this time her factories must have reached 
almost the peak of their production. This 
condition of affairs applies, mutatis 
mutandis, also to Great Britain; but, 
whereas the Germans must rely entirely 
upon their own resources for the supply of 
fresh aircraft, the British have the vast 
potential of the United States of America 
at their disposal. Speaking in the British 
House of Lords yesterday, Lord Beaver- 
brook, Mr. Churchill’s Minister for Air- 
craft Production, threw some interesting 
light on the position regarding supplies 
from the United States. The production 
of aircraft for fighting purposes in 
America is only in its infancy. Every 
month—indeed, every week—output is 
being increased. There is virtually no 
limit to the productive capacity of 
American industry, and every available 
aeroplane, every available engine, will be 
placed at the disposal of the British 
Government. Lord Beaverbrook announced 
that already nearly one thousand 
American and Canadian aircraft had been 
assembled and delivered to the Royal Air 
Force. They were “fine machines,’’ he 
declared, “ready to fly and to fight.” The 
Minister added that ‘‘ immense supplies ”’ 
were coming from the United States. 
During the last few days ninety-five aero- 
planes had arrived by sea. In the same 
consignment there had been 355 tons of 
aircraft parts and 325 aeroplane engines. 
Furthermore, many aetoplanes had been 
reaching Great Britain by air. One 
machine had made the journey from coast 
to coast in seven and a half hours, as 
compared. with the American Clipper’s 
average trip of twenty hours from and to 
Lisbon. 

According to Lord Beaverbrook, a regular 
“‘ferry’’ service is in operation between 
the United States and Great Britain; and 
since it began only one machine has been 
lost en route. Among the new types that 
already have been delivered by American 
factories are the “ Liberator’’—a four- 
engined heavy bomber, which is reputed 
to be faster even than the “ Stirling '— 
and the ‘‘ Tomahawk,’ a fighter which 
had made the Hurricane almost obsolescent. 
Lord Beaverbrook naturally gave nothing 
He said just enongh -to indicate 
that, in spite of sea losses, the supply of 
aircraft from America to Great Britain 
is being maintained at an ever-increasing 
rate, and that native production also is 
being accelerated. Nobody knows precisely 
the front-line strength of the Royal Air 
Force; but Lord Beaverbrook states that 
the output of bombers, fighters and other 
operation machines reached a record ‘in 
March. During that month the output 
was two and a half times that of the 
same month in the previous year, and was 
substantially greater than the ‘‘target”’ 
programme which had been aimed at by 
the British Government. Already, accord- 
ing to the Minister, the Royal Air Force 
had a reserve of one hundred per cent. 
of heavy bombers in various store-houses 
scattered “far and near’’ throughout 
Great Britain; but, in his opinion, that 
reserve was not sufficient. Lord Beaverbrook 
contended that the Royal Air Force was 
entitled to a reserve of two, or even three, 


away. 


hundred per cent.; and, apparently, it is 
towards this end that his department is 
working. We always have held that the 
final decision of this war will be reached 
either in Great Britain or on the seas 
surrounding her shores. Sea-power almost 
invariably has been the decisive factor in 
former wars; and there is nothing new 
under the sun. The technique of modern 
warfare. however, has given the aeroplane 
an important place in naval strategy and 
tactics. Germany’s campaign against 
Britain’s merchant shipping has been 
intensified by the use of dive-bombing 
‘‘Stukas’’; and Britain’s most spectacular 
victory at sea—the attack on the Italian 
Fleet at Taranto—was made possible by 
the work of the Fleet Air Arm. The 
Battle of the Atlantic has not yet begun 
in earnest. At the moment, the British 
have the advantage at sea and the Germans 
have the advantage in the air. If the 
British can increase their output of air- 
craft with sufficient speed—and are helped 
adequately by the factories of the United 
States and Canada—by this time next 
year they will enjoy an _ all-round 
superiority. The war really is a race 
between factories. If it lasts for more 
than another year, there can be only one 
result.

‘When Lovely Woman...” 


From Larar, Colorado, comes another 
report of woman’s victory over nature. 
Miss Evelyn Hatchett, a young woman of 
nineteen years of age, was denied 
admission to an aviation course because 
she was an inch short of the required 
stature. Nothing daunted, she dis- 
appeared for a month, and on her return 
passed the test with ‘‘flying colours. ' 
Miss Hatchett, to use the words of the 
Bible, had, by taking thought, added one 
cubit to her stature. Of course, it may 
be argued that there is a great deal of 
difference between taking thought and 
taking exercise, and that an inch is hardly 
the same thing as a cubit; nevertheless, 
Miss Hatchett may well be proud of herself. 
She has, so to speak, triumphed over 
nature and her examiners at the same 
time. There is, of course, nothing new 
in such an accomplishment; since the 
beginning of time—or at least since the 
beginning of civilisation—women have 
believed in altering the course of nature 
to suit their own purposes. Even in the 
most primitive tribes the womenfolk paint 
their faces, file their teeth, insert various 
poisons beneath the skin to raise 
becoming pimples, and generally look to 
all the little details that are accepted as 
beauty in far-off lands; some of them 
even go to the length of wearing large 
numbers of brass rings around their necks 
to make them longer. On the whole, 
however, the majority of women in early 
times, and in the primitive tribes, 
restricted the scope of their efforts to mere 
external decoration, or, at any rate, 
structural changes of a very slight nature 
—as, for example, the women of the Far 
East, who used to go through all sorts

unnaturally small in size. The modern 
young woman, however, although by no 
means averse from all manner of exterior 
decoration, refuses to believe that beauty 
is only skin-deep, and can, if necessary, 
take steps to change the shape of her 
body. The constantly changing ideal of 
the perfect woman during the last century 
or so should be ample proof of this state- 
ment. The wasp-waisted beauties of the 
beginning of the century, the waistless 
young ladies of the late twenties, and all 
the intermediate stages should show what 
women can, and will, do with themselves 
for the sake of fashion. It is creditable 
that Miss Hatchett’s ‘‘ structural altera- 
tions’’ were effected for the sake of 


aviation rather than fashion.

R. CHURCHILL is much too shrewd 
to have made any full statement on 
the war when he spoke in the House of 
Commons yesterday, but this does not 
mean that he will not make a speech on 
the British situation at a convenient 
moment. Public opinion is with Mr. 
Churchill in this matter, and the con- 
fidence reposed in him is so firm that 
people aro quite content to wait until he 
decides that the moment has come to talk. 
There are those in the House of Commons 
who appear to have the idea that they 
can manage things better than Mr. 
Churchill, but this is not the general 
view. What is really necessary in these 
days is a sense of proportion. 


It ts surprising how little difference 
raids make in the daily life of London, 
and women carry on with their shopping 
in the most matter-of-fact way. The big 
stores are crowded with buyers, though it 
must be noted that the purchases tend 
more and more to become less extravagant. 
There is a great demand for boots and 
shoes, however, and women are buying 
low-heeled shoes in far greater proportion 
than high-heeled. Woollen stockings are 
in demand, as the silk varieties are becom- 
ing very expensive. Cosmetics are still in 
good supply, and the demand is just 4s 
great as it was in pre-war days. The 
tea-houses and the cinemas are doing good 
business durifg the afternoons, and 
altogether the West End is bearing up 
well against the strain. 


Unknown Orphans 


Some six hundred young children, 
orphaned by the raids in Britain, have 
come under the care of the Ministry of 
Pensions, and, in addition, many more 
have been taken care of by relatives. A 
pension is provided for each child, and 
this will be continued until the child is 
able to earn its own living. The Ministry 
is taking the utmost precautions that its 
orphans shall be properly looked after, 
and entrusted only to people or institu- 
tions likely to safeguard them in every 
way. A wonderful feature of this 
business is the manner in which relatives 
have come forward, and, in some cases, 
taken over whole families of children to 
bring up so that they may be with their 
own kindred. A _ pathetic point is that 
quite a number of the children are un- 
known and have nobody belonging to 
them.

I am accustomed to think of bets in 
the form of small silver coins, and it is 
quite a surprise to learn from the Trish 
Racing Annual that from 1926 to 1939 
bookmakers have paid, in licences and 
betting duties, the sum of £2,370,580. The 
article adds that there is a sense of 
grievance among all turf accountants that 
thev are being forced to pay such a sum! 

The figures for 1939-40 are not vet 
available, but in 1938-39 there were 570 
bookmakers licensed, each licence costing 
£10; there were 829 premises licensed, at 
£20 each, and the 5 per cent. tax on betting 
transactions amounted to £219,199. These 
figures do not include Northern Ireland. 

During the 1940 season at the Pheenix 
Park there was an average of 41 book- 
makers per meeting in the grand stand; 
there were twelve meetings, and the tax 
from these bookmakers amounted to £1,000. 
With an average of 23 bookmakers in the 
people’s park, the tax amounted to £168. 

It is estimated that there are about 
4,000 persons earning their living from 
the business carried on by turf accountants, 
and the annual wage roll is approximately 
half a million pounds.

Mr. 8. O’GRADY, Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Minister for Lands, 
—— to a vote of £242,068 for 
Gaeltacht services, said that the esti- 
mate showed a decrease of £7,627 on 
last year’s. There was an increase of 
£5,1 for rural industries. Progress 
was being made in the lay-out of the 
spinning mill, and it was hoped that 
the erection would begin before long. 
There was an increase of £5,740 for 
marine industries. Progress had been 
made in the seaweed industry, and the 
demand would increase. All available 
kelp would be bought. 

Considerable difficulty attended the 
progress of housing works at present, 
and many grantees were reluctant to 
proceed with their work. The gross 
sales of products of rural industries for 
this year were estimated at £155,000, 
as against £130,000 last year. The 
gross receipts from the sales were 
estimated at £143,000. as against 
£126,500 last year. The wages of the 
workers to be met out of such receipts 
this year were estimated at £40,700. 
Approximately 100,000 people, engaged 
in thirty-two industrial centres, would 
be affected by the disbursement of 
these wages, and the amounts so dis- 
bursed each year had increased since 
1935-36, when it was over £9,000. The 
general effect of the estimate tended to 
show that the rural and marine in- 
dustries were thriving. 

Mr. D. McMENAMIN (F.G., 
Donegal) commented on a decrease of 
£4,000 for the toy industry, and asked 
when the spinning factories were com- 
plete would it be ible to get the 
machinery for it. e expected much 
more information on the kelp question, 
for the provision to buy kelp was 
entirely inadequate. 

Mr. T. LINEHAN (F.G., Cork, N.) 
said that the whole country should 
be put into the seaweed scheme. As 
regards the toy industry, he only knew 
that toys this year were ridiculously 
high in price.

FIGHTING AT TOBRUK 
AND SOLLUM

BRITISH military authorities

They are 
given. the means of production— 
premises, land, equipment, tools and 
raw materials, as well as administra- 
tive and technical direction. Let us 
examine the results, as achieved after 
six years’ work at Mount street :— 

Beginning with a HE ds of a 
few dorens, the st has now been 
reached when the elub, with its present, 
membership, is catering for about 
rae A persons ‘in all, including the 

amilies of its members. Moreover, 
the idea has spread to Cork and Water- 
ford, where — groups have been 
formed, while the enterprise 
of the ‘Irish W Women ‘Workers i 
a further group—for ~ 
women—is now functioning ie in en in 

The activities of the Club in Mount 
street may. be summarised as follows: 
With premises and workshops in the 
city, a farm at Clondalkin, and about 
17 Posts of land, the organisation can 
absorb about 250 members at a time, 
who engage co-operatively in the pro- 
duction of food, fuel, clothing, and 
other necessaries. The range of food 
commodities produced includes potatoes, 
other vegetables, milk, butter, eggs, 
bacon, fruit, jam, wheat and oatmeal. 
In addition, the workshop production 
includes clothing for men, women and 
children, footwear and repairs, furni- 
ture and willow products. From the 
Club kitchens meals are served daily to 
members in attendance, while full board 
and is available for some 45 of 
the members who reside and work at 
the farm. The bread used in the meals 
is all baked in the Club bakery. Various 
services are also in ration, such as 
hairdressing, lnendey, Gel hs and brary, 
and facilities for numerous recreational 
activities are available, both at Mount 
street’ and at the farm. 

commodities and services are 
all distributed to the members in pro- 
rtion to the number of hours worked 
yeach. A ticket or “tally ” is issued 
to each member for every hour’s work 
“ime These tallies are accepted in ex- 
for available goods and services 
thri t, the system. For example, 
one tally will “ buy” a dinner, a hair- 
cut, ór half-a- stone of potatoes, other 
articles being “‘ priced ” in proportion. 

The weekly value in cash of avatlable 

benefits in the Mount Street Club is 
difficult to estimate accurately. Since 
the members are working for them- 
selves, no important purpose is served 
by attempting such an estimate. It 
can be taken, however, that these 
benefits, as obtainable by members 
during recent years and at present, 
are. considerable. This fact is 
amply borne out by the re- 
turns of production published from 
time to time. It will be sufficient to 
state here that the average member 
can obtain each week a large portion 
of the family’s food requirements. He 
can also provide himself and his de- 
pendents with footwear, clothes, and 
other e&sentials. In addition, he can 
avail of the many services provided by 
the system. But—he can get nothing 
for nothing. He pays as he = along 
—with work, e harder he works, 
the more he gets, and the success of 
his Club depends on the extent to 
which he and his fellow- members are 
prepered to “pull their weight.’’ 

The present position of the Club in 
Mount street is easily explained. Its 
capacity is limited approximately to 
the present number of members. But 
the scope for expansion of its system 
is limited only by the number of un- 
employed who would be prepared to 
help themselves. 

In these difficult times the potentiali- 
ties of the Club system should be 
obvious, both to those without jobs 
and those who are really conscicus of 
the serious economic situation in our 
country. [I am therefore, directed to 
reiterate my Board’s anxiety to do
